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TOWN WARRANT 
The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Windham in the County of 
Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
[Li 8.] “Affatrs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Windham on Tuesday, the 8th day of March, next at ten 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To hear the reports of Auditors, agents and other Com- 
mittees heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount for the 
early payment of taxes, or take any action relating thereto. 


6. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by the Tax 
Collector’s deed. 


7. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the observance of Memorial Day, and 
appoint a committee for same. 


8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the repairs of highways and bridges for the year ensuing and 
make appropriation for same. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to apply for T. R. A. for 
Class V. roads. 


10. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the Fire Department. 


11. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the Police Department. 


12. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for tar for Town roads. 


13. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and 
appropriate to sand Class V. roads. 


14. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for relief of needy persons and old age assist- 
ance. 


15. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a sum of 
money to be matched by a like amount from the State, for . 
fire fighting equipment. 


16. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a sum of 
money to be used for the Town Dump maintenance. 


17. By Petition: To see if the Town of Windham will vote 
$500. to continue construction of a black road on Castle Hill 
Road to Mrs. Ben Markewich corner by her pump house. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not exceeding $133.00 to the Merrimack Valley Region 
Association for the purpose of publicizing and promoting the 
natural advantages and resources of the town in co-operation 
with the other 37 communities in the Merrimack Valley 
Region. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to gravel and tar the road leading to Arm- 
strong Beach, said road now being a public road. 


20. By Petition: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to be used to tar the road leading 
from the Golden Brook Mill to Proctor or Range Road, 
otherwise known as Golden Brook Road, or to take any 
action relating thereto. 


21. By Petition: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum not exceeding $1,000.00 toward the pur- 
chase of a tanker truck for the Windham Fire Department, 
and pass any vote relating thereto, this amount to be used 
in conjunction with the amount raised by the Windham 
Woman’s Club for this purpose. 


22. By Petition: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to be used to tar a section of the 
Horseshoe Hill Road, otherwise known as the Eberhardt- 
Noyes Road, leading from Range Road to Cobbett’s Pond, 
or to take any other action relating thereto. 


23. By Petition: We, the campers of Rock Pond ask the 
town of Windham, to spend the sum of $500.00 for a black 
top road and drains from George Hawley’s house to the 
entrance of Harry R. Simpson’s land, and if voted in the 
affirmative to raise and appropriate money for same. 


24. To see if the Town will vote to observe, during the 
month of August, 1949, the 50th Anniversary of Old Home 
Week, and raise and appropriate a sum of money therefor. 


25. By Cemetery Committee: To see if the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate a sum of money to be used to buy a 
power mower for cemeteries. 


26. To see if town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
of money to be used to clean up old cemetery on plains. 


27. By Petition: To see if the town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $350.00 for tarring the road leading from 
Clyde’s store to the Derry line by the Kane house. 


28. By Petition: To see if the town will have a central 
heating system, gas or oil, installed in the Town Hall. If 
voted Yes, the town to raise and appropriate money for the 
same. 


29. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to issue licenses or permits for regulating the control of 
Public gatherings, Public Bathing Beaches, Theaters, etc., 
and to draft ordinances to regulate same. 
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30. To see what amount of money the ‘own will vote to 
raise and appropriate for winter road maintenance. 


31. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the Library maintenance. 


32. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the maintenance of the Town Hall, or to 
take any action relating to the rent of same. 


33. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the maintenance of the grounds around 
the Town Hall, Fire House, and Library. 


34. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for an artesian well for the use of the Town 
Hall, Fire House, and Library. 


35. By Petition: To see if. the Town will vote to discon- 
tinue its present method of compensation for the Tax Col- 
lector from an annual salary to a percentage basis. And, if 
voted in the affirmative, to pay the Collector at the rate of 
15% of the taxes collected, or to take any other action relat- 
ing thereto.

The educational problems of today are critical. The dis- 
trict has made provision for a solution locally for one of the 
problems, housing. The demands that must be met are still 
severe however on a state and national basis. 

There are two problems that are facing the district, state 
and nation and they are interrelated with each other and with 
the housing problem. 

The first is the problem of teacher supply. We have been 
fortunate thus far to have had available residents of the dis- 
trict for three of four teaching positions. If however for any 
reason resignations made it necessary to replace teachers the 
seriousness of the situation would be apparent. The problem 
is acute for several reasons. 
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The first reason for the shortage is the fact that the 
teacher training institutions do not have sufficient numbers 
of graduates to meet the normal loss on an annual basis. This 
means recruitment of personnel from out of state areas or 
inducing retired teachers to return to teaching. In either case 
financial inducements must be large enough so as to make the 
situation attractive. | 

Secondly the educational demands with expanding cur- 
ricula and a better understanding of the needs of children 
have resulted in the recognition that smaller class size is desir- 
able. This simply means that a greater number of teachers is 
necessary to meet the demand thus created. It means that 
in general 8 teachers are needed where two were sufficient 
formerly. 

Thirdly the increased birth rate has increased enroll- 
ments generally so that even if the “status quo’”’ were main- 
tained as regards class size a greater number of teachers would 
be required. 

This teacher shortage has resulted in increased school 
costs that will only reach a “leveling off’? when supply and 
demand are more nearly equal. In addition to the operation 
of the economic law of supply and demand an appreciation 
of the public of the service that teachers are rendering to 
pupils has led to a willingness generally to pay more adequate 
salaries. | 

Educational finance is the third problem. The normal 
costs have naturally increased along with all other items. 
Fuel, supplies, transportation and all other items have ad- 
vanced in price. With the increased salary range high school 
tuition has increased tremendously. In the current year one 
high school increased tuition rate from $90 to $165. This 
increase is characteristic of the advance generally of tuition 
rates. The increased cost is the most important single factor 
in increasing public approval of state and federal aid. The 
costs are ultimately still met by the tax payer but state and 
federal agencies broaden the base so that a greater number 
contribute than do at a local level. Real property is thus 
relieved of part of the burden. 

Solution of these three interrelated problems will event- 
ually result in an educational system that will be better geared 
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to meet the changing challenges of modern society. The 
solution is not easy. It must be made if democratic society 
is to meet successfully the challenges of our present world 
situation. 

Enrollments 


The local situation bears out the situation before men- — 
tioned. Our high school enrollment figures for the past four 
years show an increase of 240%.

With cost of high school tuition increasing $70—-$75 and 
enrollment increase indicated above, the cost of high school 
education is more and more a heavy contributor to our total 
expenditures.

When the present 8th grade is graduated the enrollment 
will reach approximately 130 pupils or approaching a 70% 
increase in 6 years. There is little relief in sight for contrary 
to past history the birth rate did not decline with the end of 
the war. This data indicate some of the problems that face 
the schools in all the areas previously mentioned. 


Instruction 


With the completion of the additional room at the Center 
School it was possible to organize on a 2 grades to a room 
basis. Mrs. Webber, Mrs. Kezer and Mrs. Klein were in 
charge of Grades 1-2, 3-4, & 5-6 respectively. Miss Cashion 
was teacher at Searles. 
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Book purchases were made to augment the present text. 
Jr. Britannica was purchased for the 7-8. The policy of hav- 
ing basic texts in accord with needs and adding reference and 
supplementary materials as funds permit will tend to keep 
the schools up to date in this important area. 


Budget 

The total budget for current operations including the 
special appropriation for 48-49 was $25,555.00. The proposed 
budget shows an increase of $4,962.00. Two items are respon- 
sible for $4,875.25. Debt service accounts for $2,875.25 and 
high school tuition for $2,000. These are obligations of the 
district over which little if any control can be exercised. 
Other increases in budget items are offset by decreases so that 
the total increase is $4,962 or an increase in all other items 
of only $86.25. 

At the time of writing it is difficult to forecast the situa- 
tion in regards to income. The state aid law may be changed 
since legislation has been introduced for that purpose. If 
changed, the action of the legislation may mean increased 
income. Until the appropriating body makes known the 
amount of money to be available the amount of income is 
problematical. In addition the dog tax monies may be taken 
from school resources and devoted to town use. Although 
these two factors are still unsettled, in order to complete the 
budget they have been listed as they were in the previous 
year. The state department working in conjunction with the 
attorney general’s office anticipates that they may prior to 
the meeting advise districts as to the best procedure to follow 
in connection with this matter of vital importance to the 
district. 

The improvement of the educational opportunity for the 
children of the district has been due to the fine spirit of co- 
operation evidenced by all. Parents and children, school 
board and teachers have all contributed to the program. It 
is both a privilege and a pleasure to have had a part in a pro- 
gram which has made such a contribution to the education 
of children.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Your local organization to prevent and extinguish brush 
and woods fires is glad to report a good year of forest protec- 
tion in 1948. In spite of danger conditions nearly equalling 
at times those of 1947 when great losses were suffered in New 
Hampshire and New England, fire damage and loss this year 
have been gratifyingly low. 

With the continuing cooperation of all the people, we 
ean hope to have another successful year in 1949. Let us 
remember that in any year, over 90% of all fires are caused 
by carelessness and that all of these man-caused fires are 
preventable. 

Today, we have more slash and uncut grassland than for 
many years in the past. Smokers, campers and tourists who 
use our outdoors are also more numerous than ever before. 
We must therefore be ready for fires which might occur but, 
above all, prevention by everyone is the greatest need. 

A few simple precautions taken by every citizen will help, 
as follows: 


(1) Always get a written permit from the warden before 
kindling a fire outdoors when the ground is not 
covered with snow. 

(2) If you smoke, always extinguish matches and to- 
bacco before dropping or throwing them down. In 
automobiles, always use the ash trays. 

(3) Report fires and smokes to the warden without delay. 


The observance of these and other simple rules will go 
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far to insure safety from fire damage and your cooperation in 
this way is earnestly solicited.
